— Today’s racing 
card at Juarez was the best of the meeting, the 
fields being uniformly large with the exception of 
the feature ra«e. a seveu-eigbtlis selling handicap, 
in which Wilhite, carrying top weight of 110 
(founds. Mured a highly sensational victory. Last 
of all to enter the stretch, he finished with a whirl- 
wind rush that landed him the winner by a half 
leugtli over the lightly- weighted Lack rose, which 
had pin ve<l the part of pacemaker nearly all the 
way. Wilhite was a staunchly -backed favorite and 
tlie manner in which his victory was achieved, 
after be had ap|ieared hopelessly beaten, aroused 
the keenest enthusiasm. 

Savino. making his tfrst start since his Kentucky 
campaign, won the race for two-year-olds in a hard 
drive witii Ethel Welles, another of the Kentucky 
<*o»ringeiit. Savino showed much gameuess in com- 
ing from behind to take the purse. Little Blues 
ruled first choice for the race and finished third 
aft -r moving up in the stretch and taking a mo 
uientary lead. 

Kalg«*e was mi much the best horse in the second 
race, which he won in spite of lieing obliged to pull 
up several times on account of interference. When 
lie finally found clear going in the stretch he dashed 
lo the front and the end found him going away 
from Old Coin, the tiring pacemaker. Category was 
hacked into favoritism for the race, but failed to 
show any of her accustomed sliced and was at no 
time prominent in the racing. 

Scallywag outclassed those opposed to him in 
th“ third race and won as an odds-ou favorite 
should. It was easy for him to go to the front 
with the rising of the barrier and continually in- 
crease the margin by which lie led. Oxer, the sec 
olid horse, was five lengths behind him at the finish. 

Mack <B. Eulmuks scored his third victory in as 
mauy starts during the meeting when he outfinislicd 
Dryad by a mck iu the fifth. He obtained a lead 
of several lengths soon after the start and held it 
until Dryad made bis pressing challenge in the 
stretch. 

Joseph Unease Iter made it a double for the aft- 
dk'AOun when Curlicue won the closing dash, after 
Tiavlng received such heavy liackiug as to displace 
Star of Love in favoritism. 

Bookmaker Frank Shannon was suddenly taken ill 
today ami his place in the betting ring was filled 
by Irving Hildebrand. 

Wade McLemore, Texas turfman, paid his first 
visit of the meeting to the course.

A good horse beyond all doubt was Galtee More, 
and well I remember bow on bis debut iu the Hurst 
bourne Stakes at Stoekbridge a well-known owner 
asked me if I had seen the colt iu the paddock. 
“Go and have a look at him,” said he, ”ue looks 
more like a four than a two-year-old.” And so he 
did. Business in the ring dkl not suggest a Beck- 
liauipton good thing, but he won easily enough from 
Jaqucmart. and went on to Liver(>ool to be beaten 
a short bead by Brigg. which thus avenged the pre- 
vious defeat of the blue and yellow. After that 
Mr. Gubhius’ big fellow had a triumphant march, 
winning in succession the Molecomh at Goodwood, 
the Kouh Plate at Doncaster, and the Middle Park 
Plate, when he upset the odds of 5 to 1 laid on 
Velasquez easily by six lengths. As a three-.vear- 
old he won seven out of eight races, including the 
Guiueas. Derby and St. Leger. and Lord Rosebery 
lias good reason to rememlier the achievement, as 
in the first two lie confirmed his juvenile superiority 
to Velasquez and at Itoncaster beat Chelamlry. The 
Newmarket Stakes. Prince of Wales’ Stakes at As- 
cot. Saudriiigbaiii Cup and Foal Stakes at Sandown 
Park were as child’s play for him, and by way of 
wiud-up to a great season he started favorite under 
the crusher of 132 pounds and ran extremely well 
iu the Cambridgeshire, hut was overtaxed to give 
thirty-two pounds to Couifrey, and was unplaced. 
HUaiii threw’ away this race on St. Cloud, but it is 
fair to add that he was then a new-comer to New- 
market and. like many other jockeys on that wide 
course, may be excused for thinking he had won. 
It was a tremendous finish between the tw’o named. 
Sandia and Cortegar, heads dividing the pair, and 
Galtee More could have liecu right on top of them: 
indeed, although beaten. I think it was his best 
performance and a fitting conclusion to his racing 
career. He was sold to go to Russia. — “Vigilant” 
in IjoihIoii S portsman. 

DIMINISHED GERMAN STAKE ENTRIES. 



That Germany is “feeling the pinch” is shown 
pretty plainly by the substantial falling-off in 
the entries for the chief races of next year at 
Berl in-G ruenewa Id and Hoppegarten. Several events 
which in the ordinary course should have closed in 
November, 1914. only closed this autumn. The 
Frets der Diana has dropped over fifty per cent, 
from seventy-five subscriptions for this year’s race 
to thirty -seven for next years. The drop in the 
K* Leger from ninety-one entries to thirty-nine 
is even more marked. There was no Stuten Bieunal 
t i.i B -ear. hut compared with the previous one 
th? entry for next year is only fifty-four as against 
eighty -one. while the Union Reunen has declined 
from seventy-three this year, and eighty-four in 
law to forty-five. Several ether races show a 
similar decrease. Were it not for the Royal Graditz 
&Vi .1 and such other prominent stables as those of 
♦h* Herren von Weinberg. Freiherr von Oppenheim 
aud Herr Hauiel, the entries would have been poor 

indeed.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A violent artillery battle is being fought along 
the Serbo-Greek frontier, according to dispatches 
received at Athens yesterday. One correspondent 
r tationed at Saloniki telegraphed that a small Bul- 
garian force actually had advanced five miles into 
Greek territory. Military authorities here have 

no confirmation. Bulgarian shells are falling on 

Greek territory, but thus far,have done no material 
damage to any Greek property. Dispatches filed 
from frontier points late Monday said that no Bul- 
garians or Teuton soldiers have crossed the Greek 
border. But before many hours, it is believed, the 
pursuit of the retreating Anglo-French forces will 
lie resumed and fighting will begin on Greek soil. 
The falling back from Gievgeli and Doiran. the 
main body of expeditionary forces intrenched four 
miles inside of the Greek frontier. Their retreat 
was covered by an English division and several 
French battalions, who held up the Bulgarian ad- 
vance throughout Sunday. From their new’ positions 
tlie allies on Monday were directing a heavy fire 
at the enemv, whose advance apparently was halted 
while military conferences were going on. French 
and English wounded have been arriving at Sa- 
loniki for twenty-four hours. They declared that 
despite the numerical superiority of the enemy 
thev could have held their front around Strum- 
nitza for at least another fortnight, had it been 
necessary. They lost comparatively few men and 
scarcely any supplies in evacuating Serbian ter- 
ritory, they* asserted. The Anglo-French contingent 
left behind to cover the retreat narrowly escaped 
annihilation or capture. The Bulgars made re- 
peated attempts to envelop them, but each time 
were repulsed. In the last two days of fighting 
the expeditionary forces lost less than five hundred 
men. The Bulgars have established headquarters 
in Gleg veil in the buildings foruiely occupied by 
the American Red Cross hospital during the Serbian 
typhus outbreak. Bulgarian flags have been hoisted 
over public buildings in Giegveli and Doiran. 

The desire of the Hungarian people, particularly 
the opposition party, to discuss peace lias been 
suppressed with a strong hand by the Hungarian 
premier, according to the I»ndon Morning Post’s 
Budapest correspondent. All discussions on the 
economic situation have likewise been banned ty 
Count Tisza, who has acknowledged that prices 
are lower in Gerinauy than in Hungary. Count 
Tisza, continues the correspondent, has been the 
recipient of many protests from workers in munit- 
ions factories against the denial of their right to 
vote. The Leipsic Volks-Zeitung publishes the 
names of thirty-four socialists who, following tlie 
lead of Iluga Haase (a socialist leader in the 
reichstag) have signed a declaration expressing dis- 
satisfaction with the results of the peace discus- 
sion in the reichstag. According to the Volks 
Zeituug the coming deliberations in the reichstag 
will give the minority bent on peace the necessary 
opportunity for independent action. 

From Rome yesterday a dispatch says: Athens 

dispatches received here today announce that the 
Anglo-Frencli forces have conducted a brilliant re- 
treat from Serbia aud are now falling back upon 
previously prejiared positions around Saloniki. This 
news, coupled with the announcement that the allies 
will continue the Balkan campaign and send re- 
inforcements to Saloniki, has evoked enthusiastic 
comment from the Italian press. S»>me fear was ex- 
pressed here when the allied retreat began that 
Austria would send her armies in pursuit, help drive 
the expeditionary forces into the sea and then seize 
Saloniki and an outlet on the Aegean. Having at- 
tained this ambition of a century, it was believed 
here that Austria would never surrender Saloniki 
and would ultimately overrun Greece. The Rome 
newspapers now print Athens dispatches expressing 
every confidence that the allies w’ill have no diffi- 
cnlty in maintaining themselves in their positions 
at S*aloniki. 

The reichstag at Berlin yesterday, continuing 
the consideration of the problem of the food supply, 
adopted a loug series of resolutions, in which the 
wishes of the reichstag are made know’n to the gov- 
ernment. Among tlie resolutions the most important 
is one proposing the creation of a central bureau, 
in which the reichstag is to be represented, for the 
control of food supplies. Other resolutions requested 
furloughs for soldiers engaged in farming in normal 
times, the encouragement of the importation of 
fodder and other measures to increase the supplies 
of meat, milk and butter. The socialists proposed 
a resolution that holders of stocks of potatoes who 
neglected to report them before December 1 should 
be allowed to charge only 70 per cent, of the maxi- 
mum price. The government’s representative said 
the government was considering the introduction of 
meat cards similar to bread cards. He said that 
80.000 cattle had been sent to pasture in Belgium 
last spring and that a similar number would be sent 
there next year. 

A dispatch from Petrograd yesterday says: Rus- 

sian artillery destroyed a Zeppelin airship the night 
of Decemlier 5. according to details, which have 
just arrived here, near the station of Kalkun. on 
the Litiau-Romin railway. The dirigible made its 
appearance from the direction of Novo Alex- 
androvsk. passing over the Russian position going 
toward Dvinsk. Presently the airship reappeared 
over Kalkun. Its motors had been stopped, wiiich 
is usuallv the indication that bombs are about to 
be dropped, and the artillery began shelling it. 



One of the shells made a hit and the air craft 
lieeame enveloped in flames. What was left of tlie 
airship fell inside the Russian lines with the 
charred bodies of the German crew. 

With the introduction in the house yesterday of a 
resolution to continue in effect the present emerg- 
ency tax, which expires by limitation December 31, 
for another year, the first step lias been taken to 
carry out the action of the caucus of house demo- 
crats Monday night. The caucus agreed, with but 
two exceptions, to vote for the resolution. When 
the house met today, after a four days’ recess. Rep- 
resentative Kitchin, the majority leader, was ready 
to offer the resolution. A vote probably will be 
reached Thursday. Its passage in both houses not 
later than Saturday, when congress plans to adjourn 
for the holidays, was predicted today. 

The British government proposes to form a 
“black list” of enemy traders in neutral countries, 
with w’hom British firms will be prohibited from 
trading, said Lord Robert Cecil, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, in moving in the house of com- 
mons the second reading of the bill designed to 
restrict trading with possible hostile interests. The 
list, he continued, would not necessarily be confined 
to persons of German nationality. In Sonth Amer- 
ica, said the under secretary, there was a number 
of firms with whom trade would be cut off. The 
solicitor general explained the bill would be another 
weapon with w’hieli to cripple the enemy. 

The disabled Hill freighter Minnesota was out- 
side the Golden Gate, San Francisco, early yester- 
day and was expected to come in and anchor in 
the stream about noon. She arrived in tow of the 
tugs Dauntless and Sea Rover and the wrecking 
steamer Iaqua that were sent to her assistance iu 
response to her wireless appeals for aid when her 
machinery broke down. John W. Preston. United 
States District Attorney, said that nobody would l»e 
permitted to leave the Minnesota before federal 
officers bad conducted an investigation to determine 
if possible the cause of the breakdown. 

Joe Tinker, manager of the Whales, is in the 
Ilenrotin hospital being prepared for a major opera- 
tion, which Dr. M. L. Harris will perform at 8 
o’clock this morning. Tlie veteran athlete and 
head of the north side ball club has been suffer- 
ing from the cutting sensation of a stone located 
in his left kidney. The least exertion aggravated 
his ailment and caused great pain. During the 
last few days inflammation apparently set in and 
Dr. Harris advised an immediate operation. Tinker, 
therefore, went to the hospital, believing in pre- 
paredness. 

Because of a famine in antitoxin cholera sernm, 
manufactured and furnished by the state labora- 
tories at Springfield, central Illinois is threatened 
with au epidemic of hog cholera. More than 100 
applications from farmers for the serum have been 
refused by the state board of live stock commis- 
sioners, with the statement that the antitoxin will 
not lie available for at least two weeks. The ap- 
propriation of $30,000 a year, it is said, makes it 
necessary to limit the amount of serum manufac- 
tured to 100,000 cubic centimeters a w’eek. 

The Greek government, it was learned at London 
yesterday, has commandeered all Greek shipping in 
British and American ports in an effort to supply 
the deficiency in food and coal which exists in 
Greece as a result of the entente allies’ restrictions. 
The vessels will be loaded with cargoes purchased 
by tlie Athens government, which does not antici- 
pate the same trouble that is experienced bv the 
regular owners of the ships in getting these neces 
sary commodities to Greece. 

Cargoes of German and Austrian goods, whose 
shipment to the United States was delayed by the 
British orders in council, are being released at the 
rate of eight and ten a day. Within a month, 
officials said at Washington yesterday, efforts of 
the state department’s foreign trade advisers will 
have freed all goods purchased before March. 1913. 

According to authentic sources of information at 
El Paso, Texas, yesterday. General Villa has taken 
to Chihuahua city, as prisoners, thirty employes 
of the Pearson properties of Madera. Chihuahua. 
The employes are Americans, who sent their families 
out of Madera on the advance of the Villa fortes 
last week from Sonora. 

A force of 40.000 Bulgarians and an equal 
number of Austro-Germans is being concentrated 
between Monas tir and the Greek frontier, accord- 
ing to a dispatch to the London Times from its 
Saloniki correspondent. This force is said to in 
elude a considerable number of cavalry troops. 

An Austrian seaplane squadron bombed the rail 
way station, the electric works and points of mill 
tary importance at Ancona (on the Adriatic coast 
of Italy) and returned unharmed in the face of a 
heavy fire, according to the official statement issued 
at the Vienna war office. 

Tlie Republican national committee late yester- 
day afternoon decided to hold the next Republican 
convention in Chicago. June 7 was fixed as the 
date. (Haims of other cities were heard, but it 
was decided that Chicago was the ideal convention 
city. 

A special dispatch received in Berlin from Nish 
says the Overseas News Agency, reports that the 
hidden Serbian crown jewels have l>ecn found in the 
houses of former Serbian ministers. It is said the 
Serbian crown also has been found.

Baltimore, Md.. December 14. — About all the 

f rofits of the first financially successful race meet- 
ng the Southern Maryland Agricultural Fair As- 
sociation has conducted at the Bowie track are 
going back into the plant this winter in improve- 
ments. General Manager James F. O’Hara has 
contracted for the enlargement of the grandstand 
and betting ring, which were crowded uncomfortably 
by tlie heavy patronage on big days in the course 
of the meeting, which came to a successful finish 
on the last day of November, and for tlie cutting 
away of the elevation in the center of the Infield. 
It is estimated that thirty or forty thousand loads 
of earth will be removed from the infield. It will 
lie used to fill in the gorge at the lower end of 
the old grandstand and make a foundation for the 
extension. Full advantage has been taken of the 
good weather that has prevailed hereabouts since 
the wind up of the autumn meeting and the work 
already is well advanced. The improvements will 
have l»een completed long before the time for the 
licginning of the new racing season, about the first 
of April. 

Thanks to the careful management of Thomas 
Strahan, tlie old Bcuning superintendent, the Bowie 
track is in tip-top condition now and the horses 

wintering there are galloping daily. Not once has 
the going been iu the least affected by freezing 
weather, nor will it he. ’Hie light, porous sand 
holds no moisture to freeze and may be galloped 
over with safety even in zero weather. In this 
respect the Bowie track is better than Benning 
used to be and, for this reason, the newest of 

Maryland race courses is destined to great popu- 
larity as a wintering and early spring training 
place. In respect to stabling facilities, Bowie is 
not surpassed by any track in the country. 

Appreciating the popularity of steeplechasing with 
the people of Virginia, Maryland and the District of 
Columbia, it is the intention of the management to 
build at Bowie the best steeplechase course in 

America. And the association has the land on 
which an unusually good one may be constructed. 
It owns many acres round about the track and 

much of this land is the best sort of hunting coun- 
try. It will not be necessary therefore to keep the 
jumpers in races of two miles and farther w’ithin 
the narrow confines of a mile course. But creating 
a steeplechase course this winter will be impossible. 
It cannot be done, in fact, until a good sod has 
been obtained in the infield and superintendent Stra- 
han will devote his energies next year to the de- 
velopment of a sod. He hopes to have one by next 
fall and, if be is successful, the old steeplechase 
specials of the Washington Jockey Club will be re- 
vived at Bowie and a new stake for three-year-ohl 
fencers designed to bring the winner of the Harbor 
Hill at Piping Rock and the victors in the tbree- 
vear-old specials of the Pimlico meeting together 
under conditions that will decide the three-year-old 
championship. 

Bowie, having fallen heir to Benning spring and 
autumn dates aud having taken the place of the old 
Washington Jockey Club in the eastern racing 
schedule, it is the purpose of the Bowie manage- 
ment also to call back into existence the old Wash- 
ington autumn long-distance races, notably the 
Dixie, Maximum and Washington Cup Stakes. Bowie 
went farther last fall than any other track of the 
east, toward encouraging long-distance racing. tie 
it remembered, aud the experiment turned out satis- 
factorily. The most interesting races of the meet- 
ing were those over considerable distances of ground. 

Believing that the curtailing of two-year-old rac- 
ing by prohibiting the startiug of the youngsters 
before tlie first of April, will tend to develop a more 
numerous and better breed of long-distance runners, 
the Bowie management heartily approves of the 
action of the Jockey Club in adopting the Cassatt 
amendment to the rules of racing which, after 1910. 
bars from eastern race tracks horses that have 
raced before the first of April in tbeir two-year-old 
year. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

All of Richard Croker’s winnings on tlie Irish 
turf this year have been put to the credit of the 
Red Cross Society, says Dublin Si>ort. The amount 
Is about $10,090. 

Word has reached Montreal that former steeple- 
chase jockey Johnny Grant was killed during a 
liattle in France. Grant enlisted shortly after the 
declaration of war. 

Corporal Charles Archer of the Bucks Yeomanry, 
killed in tlie Dardanelles, was a son of the noted 
trainer of that name, and a nephew of Fred Archer, 
the famous jockey. 

Jack Atkin, who retired from the management of 
tlie Juarez betting ring when the losses amounted 
to $15,000, is still lingering at the Mexican course 
and is reported to be successful in his operations 
from the ground. 

James Boden, who 5s training for D. Raymond of 
Montreal, plans to ship his charges to Baltimore 
again next spring. The stable is wintering at the 
Raymond farm near Dorval and includes several 
promising juveniles. 

W’illiam M. Murray, starter and general manager 
of the Maiaaonenve Driving Club, is contemplating 
leaving Montreal in the near future for Havana. 
He will again officiate at Oriental Park as patrol 
judge, a position be filled last winter. 

After selling Ivan Gardner and Miraer to tlie 
Kentucky State Breeding Bureau, Joseph M. Hub- 
bard sold to W. B. Watkins, of Philadelphia, the 
three-y ear-old grey gelding. Grey Squirrel, and the 
five-year-old black gelding. Jimmie Gill.

Toni Davies, trainer of the M. Breecher stable, 
has fired the veteran campaigner. Dromi. and W’ill 
turn the remainder of bis string ont for the winter. 
Tlie stable will winter at Deloriinier Park. Mon- 
treal. where many of the smaller establishments 
will aw’ait the resumption of racing in Canada next 
spring. 

T. E. Plummer of Woodstock. Va.. has purchased 
the sixteen-year-old bay stallion Chilton, by Meddler 
— Castaliu. from William Steele of Malvern. Pa.. 
and the horse will stand the coming season at 
Berry ville, Va., in charge of W. M. Atkinson. Mr. 
Plummer has also purchased the weanling filly by 
Singleton — Albia. 

There are reports that the pari-nintuel system of 
betting may supplant the bookmakers at Jnarez 
January 1, when Col. W. E. Applegate’s contract 
for the ring privileges will expire. The horsemen 
have circulated a petition asking the management to 
make the change, and Mauager Winn has taken the 
matter under advisement.

two years without taking liim ont. lie grow half 
Mind through the darkness and bis foot grew long. 
His attendant used simply to throw his food in to 
him and left him severely alone. 

“One day they put a lialter on him. and a man 
mounted on horseback stood at the stable «bmr. 
They opened the stable door, and as soon as he 
was led out another liorseuiau was behind with a 
stock whip, with which they thrashed him and drove 
him for about ten miles along the road. footsore and 
weary. Traducer. after that, was absolutely quiet, 
and easily managed until his death. The most 
beautiful horse lie left was Sir Modnnl. said by the 
Americans to be the handsomest horse in the world. 
At one time Traducer’s stud fee was thirty shil- 
lings.’’ 

The above shows that the luid, old barbarous 
customs obtained in New Zealand many years ago 
just as they did in England, when savage horses 
were made, not liorn. It is quite rare now' to see 
a really savage horse, and this is sufficient proof 
that quiet but firm handling, such as better educa- 
tion lias dictated, will almost always suffice to es- 
tablish a man’s control over his charge. That a 
horse’s heart might be broken by punishment on 
the top of privation is likely enough, but lie would 
never again be the same horse. A stock case in 
England is Vatican, which they deliberately blinded 
on Hambleton, where be was located, to render him 
less dangerous to any one who approached him. I well 
remember seeing him in those days, but the stock 
he sired after the operation did no good at all. 
— “The Special Commissioner.” 



HIGHLY BRED HUNTERS OF ENGLAND. 

In the old days, long before tlie money annually 
given to race meetings for King’s Plates was di- 
verted into another channel and appropriated to 
King's Premiums, many good race horses, instead 
of languishing for want of patronage at the stud on 
the part of owners of thoroughbred mares, wore de- 
voted by their owners to the service of begetting 
hunters and steeplechasers. Iu many cases they 
were mated with mares of almost pure descent, but 
more often than not their mates were either only 
thoroughbred on one side of their pedigrees, or 
short-legged cart mares. In the middle of last cen- 
tury, the fact remains that alliances of good thor- 
oughbred sires of some renown with mares not in 
the “Stud Book” were much more frequent than 
is the case nowadays and. in consequence, both in 
the hunting field and the arena of steeplecliasing. 
we had a greater proportion of really good per- 
formers than in more recent times. One has only 
to glance at “The Druid’s” work on the “Breeding 
of Hunters” to appreciate that all the best blood 
in the country, at all events at the first remove, 
was engaged some sixty or seventy years ago in 
the production of horses suitable for hunting or for 
hacks. Many of these hunters were transferred to 
steeplechasing, and in the same way, doubtless, 
nowadays, bad the government only accepted Colonel 
Hall Walker’s offer, a number of the embryo army 
remounts would have attained distinction under 
National Hunt rules. 

Iu order to show how intimately related the hunt- 
ing field and the race course were a hundred years 
ago, it is only necessary to point out that Boadicea, 
the grandam of the Leger winner and great stal- 
lion, Touchstone, was hunted for a number of 
seasons. Itenvolio, an elder brother of Boadicea. 
was another brilliant performer in the hunting 
field. Boadicea was nineteen wlien she threw 
Banter (afterwards dam of Touchstone) to Master 
Henry. Such well-known sires as Pantaloon, 
Weatherbit, Sandbeck and Humphrey Clinker were 
four stallions whose names crop up in no end of 
pedigrees of modern thoroughbreds, yet all the 
four were at times used to get hunters. Humphrey 
Clinker was the sire of Melbourne, through which 
all the present-day horses of the Matchem line 
trace back to the Godolpliin. Arabian or Barb. 
Sandbeck is perhaps best known to fame as the 
paternal gramlsire of Ellen Ilorne (grandam of 
Bend Or), also as the maternal grandsire of The 
Flying Dutchman. Weatherbit became the sire of 
Beadsman. Brown Bread. Mandrake. Weathergage, 
etc., while from the first of these sprang The 
Palmer, Rosicrucian. Per.* Gome*. Blue Gown ami 
others. Nowadays the male line of Weatherbit 
is hut sparsely represented in this country, al- 
though at one time Tyrant, Telescope and Clwyd 
looked like carrying it bn. Another descendant 
in tail-male from Weatherbit (through Rosicru- 
cianl that was thought much of is Whittier — 
an Epsom Grand Prize winner — hut seemingly he 
went abroad, and only the other day I noticed 
his name among the winning sires at, I think, a 
recent Vienna meeting. 

Pantaloon, although lie himself failed to rival 
the feat of Beadsman in begetting a Derby win- 
ner. tiecanie the sire of Windbcund. From Wind- 
bound came Thormanby, whose line, after under- 
going many vicissitudes, is now at last established 
on a firm basis once more, with such stud repre- 
entatives in this country at Koi H erode. The Tet- 
rarch, Kildare II.. Nabot, Le Souvenir, and others. 
In the female line Pantaloon blood has always 
ranked high, for out of Touchstone’s dam. Banter, 
he got Jocose (dam of Macaroni ». Then the Oaks 
winner. Gliuznee, was also a daughter of Pantaloon, 
and other famous mares l»y him were Clarissa, 
legerdemain, and Slander, just to mention a few 
of his many notable daughters. Pantaloon, of course 
was a Herod line horse, as was Thormanby, but 
Weatherbit and Sandbeck were tail-male descend- 
ants of Eclipse. Herod mares have perhaps in- 
cluded more famous stud matrons than any. and 
the tendency of the tribe of Herod is feminine, 
hence no doubt the temporary petering out of the 
Thormanby line ami the more complete disappear- 
ance of the male line of Hermit. The last named 
was not of course by a Herod horse (his sire being 
Newminster). but his dam was a Ilerod mare, ami 
possibly enough lie inherited and passed on her 
feminine characteristics. In Ireland well-known 
sires of former days that begot hunting stock in- 
cluded Bob Booty. Sir Hercules, and Birdcatcher. 
All this goes to show that we should not be content 
to limit the siring of half-bred stock for either 
military or hunting requirements to stallions of 
comparatively minor merit, such as those that gen- 
erally gain King’s Premiums. — “Vigilant” in 
London Sportsman. 

TRAINING THE THOROUGHBRED. 



by a good stayer is an animal which can last longer 
over a distance of ground at a better pace than his 
antagonist. Though all or several of his opponents 
may be able to move at a higher rate of speed than 
he can over a part of that distance, but withal, arc 
constitutionally unable to maintain their efforts for 
the same leugtli of time as the stayer and in ac- 
cordance to what the stayer’s spik'd is. so is he 
reckoned among the good, moderate or inferior class 
of stayers. 

Those who decry the race horse of today on the 
ground that in Ids case every quality is sacrificed 
to sfieed either entirely overlooked or do not under- 
stand the term staying. They fail to see that spfeed 
— to which they assert everything is wrongly sacri- 
ficed — is in itself the very lied rock of staying power. 

Of course, in saying that staying is to a great 
extent a matter of training, it is not intended to be 
implied that a horse constitutionally a non-stayer 
can be made to stay by simply training him to run 
long distances. 

As a rule, when horses are really non stayers they 
are so from physical conformation or lack of breed- 
ing. Take the quarter horse, a combination of hot 
and cold blood. What is it that anchors him — the 
cohl or hot blood? 

A natural non-stayer cannot be trained into a 
stayer. But many a horse, judged by the running 
of Ids early days to be a non-stayer, lias proved on 
being trained to ruu long distances to possess stay- 
ing powers of high order. If there is an incentive 
to owners to look out as much for stayers as for 
speed rnilers, horses able to go a distance will soon 
be found in largely increased numbers. 

A good many horses which in these times are 
branded as poor stayers would have been considered 
good enough iu that respect in the older da vs when 
races were certainly not run as fast as they are 
now. 

I won tlie Annual Champion, two and one-quarter 
miles, value $25,000, with Salvidere and King James. 
Snlvidere was delicate and unsound; fortunately lie 
did not require much work. King James was dif- 
ferent — a glutton at the feed box as well as work. 
It was necessary to repeat this horse, something I 
have often done and with good results. His final 
work for this stake was one and one-quarter miles 
in 2:11, and twenty-five minutes after I repeated 
him a half mile In forty-nine seconds. 

Salvidere worked handily a mile and a half in 
2:3N, but was not repeated. 

It is easy to train a good horse. 

A good horse is dangerous in anybody’s hands, 
tlie same as a shotgun is in a cornfield “nigger’s” 
bauds. 

A horse will usually show his condition at feeding 
time and. If nervous, work should be postiwned. 
Nervous horses are often subject to scouring. 

Frequently you bear of fast trials for big events. 
Those are given, generally, by young trainers just 
beginning their career, but as they grow older you 
will note a change in their methods and they work 
instead of running trials against the watch. 

The American trainer is a great caretaker, spend- 
ing much money for liniments to be used on legs and 
body, which remove soreness after a hard work-out 
or a race. 

The trainer of today uses grass freely instead of 
the medicine .ball. 

Horses which . are expected to take part on the 
prominent tracks arouud New York generally com- 
mence their work about January 15. Many trainers 
do not commence until the first of February and are 
confined to the shed, as the weather, climate and 
roads on metropolitan tracks seldom permit of out- 
door work at that time. 

Some horses are given as much as from five to 
seven miles of slow jog"”-'- daily under the slie-.l 
until the weather onens up. The trainer considers 
himself fortunate if he can get on the course ns 
early as St. Patrick’s day. when, after about two 
weeks of slow galloping, miles are made in about 
two minutes, and then you gradually work up to a 
mile in 1:45. This is the point where you can de- 
termine the soundness and constitution of your 
horse. A horse with a good constitution can be 
given more work than those to which nature has 
not been so kind. 

Very few blankets are used by the American 
trainer. Every effort is made to keep as much flesh 
as possible on the horse. Lightweight linseys are 
mostly us«*d and they take the place of the old 
time woolen blanket. 

American weather, especially when it is very hot. 
makes American training methods different from 
English methods, as the weather in England i» 
generally cold. 

After the spring work-out the condition of his 
wind will show the condition of the horse. 

Generally two days are given lietween work anil 
the horses are then indulged in trotting and slow 
gallops. 

Some horses will race to their best form when 
given slow’ breezing every other day and at no 
time a fast trial. 

With a stable of twenty horses there might be but 
two which require the same treatment to race 
successfully. 

Judgment must be used in estimating the individ- 
ual qualities of your horses as to soundness, con- 
stitution and disposition. 

Sobriety is most desirable in a trainer, and a good 
jockey always adds to the success of tlie horse. 

It is necessary that, you have discipline of the 
strictest kind in a racing stable, and the more gen- 
tle the attendant or tlie caretaker the better tlie 
results. 

Remember this, a horse only knows wliat you teach 
him. 

When a horse shows fear of his attendant the man 
has abused him and should be discharged. 

A thoroughbred, like the works of a watch, needs 
careful handling. 



In mating much attention slionld l»e paid to dis- 
position and constitution, for a good disposition and 
a strong constitution, with t lie ever necessary gift 
of speed, makes the stake horse. He can lay off the 
pace in the early stages of si race and win. 

The beginner will often tell you that be is going 
to brood stayers only. I know then that ho is 
going to breed a lot of slow horses. 

I have 1 h*«ii asked regarding color and size of a 
good race horse. This is n difficult question and 
often a matter of fancy. Tlie old saying is ■>«» true 
— a good gamecock linsa no had color. 

Now as to size, many big turnips are lioi!.,,\ 

Less blanks are likely to follow the selection of 
small or medium -sited yearlings. The year I in tli • t 
fills your eyes as to size is often too big \\ ■ • 

is two years old. 

I approve of tlie big horse if you judge him by tlie 
scales instead of tlie tape or standard. 

In case of illness or lameness consult a reputable 
veterinarian. 

Beware of quacks who cure all ailments, or pro- 
fess to do so. 

In case of lameness very frequently tlie trainer or 
owner resorts to the firing iron or severe blister too 
quickly. From bitter experience I aiu as a (raid of 
the firing iron as tlie devil is of holy water. Many 
oases of lameness can be cured by using cooling lo- 
tions with cotton ami a bandage. Remove the shoes, 
trim the feet so they will have frog pressure, turn 
the horse into a paddock two hours in the morning 
and two hours in the afternoon. In ninny cases it 
is well to give a mild purgative, especially iu the 
case of gross horses. Cut their grain down to one- 
lialf of what they were being given while in train- 
ing. Instead of using a severe blister «»u the leg 
you will get better results if you apply a mild 
blister on the horse’s back directly where the saddle 
is placed. This will insure a rest of aiiout two 
weeks, then the blister will be healed, and by this 
time tlie cooling lotion has removed the fever from 
i tlie leg. and you have lost very little time.

Methods that John E. Madden Has Followed Suc- 
cessfully in Handling Race Horses. 



An article on the training of the thoroughbred 
from tlie pen of John E. Madden, originally written 
in 1913 is entitled “Modern Training Methods.” and 
coining from such eminent authority is well worth 
reproduction. It is as follows: 

In training the thoroughbred of today there are 
certain rules very essential to the success of tlie 

horse. 

First and foremost. I would say regular feeding, 
goml oats and hay. bran and grass and regular work. 

On work days la* sure tliat the horse has had 
ample time to digest his food. 

Should the trainer be a betting man he generally 
likes to wager on his horse the first time he starts. 
This is often followed with bad results, since to 
know that your horse can win the first time must 
have required fast trials. One can win his first 
Iiet. but at the cost of a good horse, leaving him 
quite often in a nervous condition and perhaps a 
breakdown. 

It takes a skillful trainer to handle successfully 
a nervous horse. A good foreman, a good night 
watchman and a good exercise boy. weighing about 
110 pounds, who will adopt the balance seat Sloan 
re-established, which was shown in the Herald to 
have been used by the riders three hundred years 
ago. are very necessary in the training of horses. 
Don’t overlook tlie necessity of having an owner 
with plenty of money. 

It is im|H»rtaut that the night watchman report 
the liehiivior of tlie horse during the night of his 
work day. He may not lie down, which indicates 
nervousness, the result of overwork. 

The trainer today strives to keep his horse in 
high flesh. 

It requires a skillful trainer to prepare a horse 
not having started during the season and have 
him good for Ids first race. 

If a trainer has a trial horse to be used in con- 
nection with preparing his horse it is of greater 
tienetit than half h dozen workouts and gives the 
trainer a latter line on Ids condition. Much de- 
pends. of course, upon tlie horse you are preparing 
for long races. You have to take into considera- 
tion the age. degree of soundness, constitution and 
disposition ami more especially those with extreme 
speed, known as sprinters, which, if easily placed, 
may lie prepared t«» go a distance. One that can- 
not be placed will fail over a distance, as whether 
you let him run out or take him back he usually 
runs just as fast “inside.” 

Frequently I hour of a horse described as a 
“quitter,” «>r it is often mentioned that he stops. 
This is a recommendation for the horse, as. after 
all. we are trying to breed a fast horse and only 
fast hones stop and quit. 

I lM*live there are plenty of stayers, or horses 
now in training that would run stayers if they 
were trained to do so. but tlie opportunity for their 
development in this particular line does uot exist 
in the same degree as it did in the past. 

The breed is as g«n»d. and indeed hotter, today 
than when l >mr distance racing was an attraction 
iu the turf world. Staying Is so much m matter of 
training and is ia so great a degree a merely rela- 
tive attrdmt:* that it i difficult to gauge the merits 
of the stayer of cue time with those of tlie slayer 
of another. 

All sound horses can stay at tlie : r own pace. The 
horse is celeb: ated for his power of endurance, that 

is tu say, fur bis ability to stay. What is wcuut
